Sir: 


Referring to yours of the 30th of June on the subject of a re-arrangement of the adjusters’ 
room, I have to say that I thoroughly concur in your recommendations. I have long been troubled 
with the unseemly condition of that department of your institution. I think the kitchen and 
dining-room arrangements should be provided for elsewhere than within the walls of that 
apartment. If this can be done without any radical alterations of the mint building, such as belong 
to the province of the Supervising Architect, you are authorized to remove the kitchen and its 
appurtenances to such suitable quarters as can be so provided; the expenses incurrent to be paid 
out of the contingent fund of the mint. 


If this can be successfully undertaken and completed during the present season of repairs, 
it can be put in hand without further preliminaries. 


I have to advise that the change, if made, be such as to use the entire space of the 
adjusting room strictly for the uses of that department.
